Thank you, Madam President. So, let’s -- let’s talk about
two different scenarios: One, when the surgery center is first
sited or approved for siting by the Health Facilities Planning
Board; and then later when it seeks a renewal of its license.
Those are two different events. What you’re saying is, is that
we’re changing the rules for these in terms of renewing the
license that they were originally given. We are not changing the

There 1s even disagreement among the various
bicycle groups whether this is duplicitous or not. I would like
to move the bill over to the House and get that clarification as
the -- bill proceeds.

PRESTIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)
Any further discussion? Senator Risinger.

SENATOR RISINGER:
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Thank you, Madam President. Yeah, in -- in committee, we
talked about this a little bit. I believe it was Senator Garrett
that passed a -- a bill a couple vyears ago that talked about

contact-sensitive {sic} (context-sensitive) solutions for IDOT,

and in that, it talks about addressing all modes of
transportation, which includes pedestrian and bicycles. And in
the Code, it -- for IDOT, it talks about addressing all those
igssues. So I think the -- I don’t -- I don’t think this bill is

even necessary and I was a little concerned about us passing two
bills and -- and trying to impress on IDOT that it’s mandatory
whenever the language just says “may” instead of “shall”, and I
appreciate the Senator changing that language. But in any case,

I appreciate the Senator. They’'re going to talk about it over in

the House, and -- and so I don’t encourage a No wvote. I
encourage an Aye vote on this and -- and we’ll address it then.
Thank you.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Any further discussion? Seeing not, the question is, shall

Senate Bill -- Senate Bill 395.
(Secretary reads title of bill)
3rd Reading of the bill.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)
Senator Frerichs.
SENATOR FRERICHS:

Thank you, Madam Chair. Senate Bill 395, as amended with
Amendment No. 1, requires all State wuniversities to provide
instruction in safety education for all teachers that is
appropriate to the grade level of the teaching certificate. This
instruction may either be through safety education specific
courses or 1incorporated in other subjects taught at the
university. Under the bill as introduced, safety education is
not tied to the appropriate grade 1level of the teaching
certificate. I would take any -- answer any questions and ask a
favorable vote.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Is there any discussion? Any discussion? Seeing not, the

question is, shall Senate Bill 395 pass. Those voting in --

those in favor will vote Yes. Those opposed, Nay. The voting is

now open. Have all voted who wish? Have all voted who wish?
Have all voted who wish? Take the record. On the question,
there are 55 voting Yes, 0 voting Nay, 0 voting Present.

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objection, leave is granted. On the Order of 2nd Reading, Senate
Bill 439. Madam Secretary, are there any amendments approved for
consideration?

SECRETARY SHIPLEY:

Yes, Madam Secretary {sic}. Floor Amendment No. 2, offered
by Senator Frerichs.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Senator Frerichs, to explain your amendment.
SENATOR FRERICHS:

Yes, thank you, Madam Chair. The amendment will -- permit a
municipality to require the election authority prepare and
provide special consolidated primary election absentee ballots
that permit ranked runoff voting for municipal office candidates
for use by absentee voters in the U.S. military or outside the
U.S. on the consolidated primary and consolidated election days.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Is there any discussion? Senator Frerichs moves the
adoption of Amendment No. 2 to Senate Bill 439. All those in
favor will say Yea. Opposed, Nay. The Ayes -- the Yeas have it,
and the amendment is adopted. Are there any further Floor
amendments approved for consideration?

SECRETARY SHIPLEY:

No further amendments reported, Madam President.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

3rd Reading. Now on the Order of 3rd Reading, Senate Bill
439. Senator Frerichs, do vyou wish to proceed? Senator
Frerichs. Madam Secretary, read the bill.

SECRETARY SHIPLEY:

Senate Bill 439.
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(Secretary reads title of bill)
3rd Reading of the bill.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Senator Frerichs.

SENATOR FRERICHS:

Thank you, Madam Chair. This bill aims to fix the issue
faced by service men and women stationed overseas who do not have
time to receive, cast, and return an absentee ballot between the
municipal elections at the end February and the first week of
April. The legislation allows all qualified voters that wish to
participate in their local primary election the ability to do so
while overseas serving our country, and out of the country, or
for personal or business reasons during the time of primary
elections. 439 permits a municipality to require the election
authority to prepare and provide special consolidated absentee
ballots that allow for ranked runoff voting for municipal office
candidates for use by absentee voters in the U.S. military or
outside the U.S. The State Board of Elections is required to
adopt implementing these -- rules. The special ballot created by
the bill will provide a 1list of all the contested municipal
offices and the candidates for each office. The ballot permits
the voter to wvote in the runoff election by numerically
indicating his or her order of preference for each candidate.
The voter 1is not required to indicate his or her preference for
more than one candidate on the ballot, and the election
authority, if using a special ballot, shall prepare instructions
for use of the ballot to reduce chance of error in the vote and
counting process. And I would take questions.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)
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Any discussion? Senator Althoff.
SENATOR ALTHOFF:

Thank you, Madam President. Will the sponsor yield?
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Sponsor indicates he’ll yield.

SENATOR ALTHOFF:

Thank you. This bill came out of committee unanimously and
is an excellent idea. However, for the record, Senator, I know
the original intent was to have to only mail one ballot to
individuals overseas. We learned though the process that now we
still are going to require two ballots. Can you elaborate for me
how this is different than our current practice today?

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Senator Frerichs.

SENATOR FRERICHS:

The difference is, today we send one ballot; after the
election has been certified, we send another one. This will be
sending two at one time. They can send it back in at the same
time and thereby not disenfranchising any of our overseas
military.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Any further discussion? Seeing not, shall Senate Bill 439

pass? Those in favor will vote Yes. Those opposed, Nay. The
voting 1is open. Have all voted who wish? Have all voted who
wish? Have all voted who wish? Take the record. On the
question, we have 56 voting Yes, 0 voting Nay, 0 -- 0 wvoting
Present. Senate Bill 439, having received the required
constitutional majority, is declared passed. With the leave of
the Body, we’ll return to 445. Senator Harmon, on 482. Senate
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Bill 482. Senator Haine, on Senate Bill 484. Senator Haine
seeks leave of this Body to return Senate Bill 484 to the Order
of 2nd Reading for the purpose of an -- of an amendment. Having
no objection, leave is granted. On the Order of 2nd Reading to
Senate Bill 484, Madam Secretary, are there any amendments
approved for consideration?
SECRETARY SHIPLEY:

Floor Amendment No. 2, offered by Senator Haine.
PRESTIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Senator Haine, to explain your amendment.
SENATOR HAINE:

Thank vyou, Madam President, Ladies and Gentlemen of the
Senate. Floor Amendment No. 2 is Dbasically the bill. It
rewrites a Section of the Insurance Code having to do with
cancellations. This Section was written some twenty years ago.
It was written probably in haste, in -- inartfully written. And
what this amendment seeks to do, with the approval of the
Department and the insurance agents, is to clarify the language.
It does not change, in any way, the requirement of notice to a
policy holder of sixty days prior to a -- a -- a renewal or
cancellation. So it doesn’t change substantively the law. What
it does 1is change some of the language to make it clearer and

more precise. There aren’t any opponents to the bill.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Is there any further discussion? Seeing none.. Senator
Haine -- Senator Haine moves the adoption of Amendment No. 2 to
Senate Bill 484. All those in favor will vote -- will say Aye.

Opposed, Nay. The Ayes have it, and the amendment is adopted.

Are there any Floor -- further Floor amendments approved for
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consideration?
SECRETARY SHIPLEY:

No further amendments reported, Madam President.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

3rd Reading. Now on the Order of 3rd Reading, Senate Bill
484. Senator Haine, do you wish to proceed? Senator Haine, do
you wish to proceed? Madam Secretary, read the bill.

SECRETARY SHIPLEY:

Senate Bill 484.

(Secretary reads title of bill)
3rd Reading of the bill.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Senator Haine.

SENATOR HAINE:

Thank vyou, Madam President, Ladies and Gentlemen of the
Senate. To reiterate, this does not change substantively
Paragraph 143.17 {sic} (143.17a) of the Insurance Code, which
requires commercial clients be given enough time to secure
coverage in the event the insurer is nonrenewing the coverage.
And there are other substantive provisions in there affecting
nonrenewal by insurance companies. What this bill does, this --
this is to make it clear. The language is clear. It cleans --

cleans up some ambiguity and inartfully phrased sentences and

provisions. There isn’t an opponent to the bill. The -- this
has been approved by inference with the Department. It’'s an
initiative of the Independent Insurance Agents. And I -- I would

ask for an Aye vote.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Is there any discussion? Senator Brady.
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SENATOR BRADY:

..President -- thank you, Madam President. And in this
instance, I recommend we follow the Senator’s lead and vote Aye.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

The gquestion is, shall Senate Bill 484 pass. Those in favor
will vote Aye. Those opposed, Nay. The voting is open. Have
all voted who wish? Have all voted who wish? Have all voted who
wish? Take the record. On the guestion, we have -- the
question, there are 54 wvoting Aye, 0 voting Nay, 1 wvoting
Present. Senate Bill 484, having received the required
constitutional majority, is declared passed. Senator Harmon, on
Senate Bill 487. Senator Jacobs, on 494. Senate Bill 494.
Senator Link, on Senate Bill 509. Madam Secretary, read the
bill. Senator Link seeks leave of the Body to return Senate Bill
509 to the Order of 2nd Reading for the purpose of an amendment.
Hearing no objection, 1leave 1is granted. On the Order of 2nd
Reading 1is Senate Bill 509. Madam Secretary, are there any
amendments approved for consideration?

SECRETARY SHIPLEY:
Yes, Madam President. Floor Amendment No. 2, offered by
Senator Link.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)
Senator Link, to explain your amendment.
SENATOR LINK:
Thank you, Madam President. This is just a basic amendment

to work on some of the groups in the wholesale prescription drug

bill. I'll Dbe more than happy to answer guestions on 3rd
Reading.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)
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Any discussion? Seeing none, Senator Link moves the
adoption of Amendment No. 2 to Senate Bill 509. All those in
favor will say Aye. Opposed, Nay. The Ayes -- the Ayes have it,
and the amendment is adopted. Are there any further Floor
amendments approved for consideration?

SECRETARY SHIPLEY:

No further amendments reported.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

3rd Reading. Now on the Order of 3rd Reading, Senate Bill
5009. Senator Link, do you wish to proceed? Madam Secretary,
read the bill.

SECRETARY SHIPLEY:

Senate Bill 509.

(Secretary reads title of bill)
3rd Reading of the bill.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Senator Link.

SENATOR LINK:

Thank you, Madam President. Senate Bill 509 creates the
Wholesale Licensure and Prescription Medication Integrity Act.
It provides that every resident of a -- wholesale distributor who
engages in the wholesale distribution of prescription drugs must
be licensed by the Department and every nonresident wholesale
distributor must be licensed in the State if he ships
prescription drugs in the State. This is a work in progress. We
have met the -- the needs and the desires of almost everybody in
concern of this. I think we only have one other group that we
have to meet with and we are going to be adding that amendment in

to the House on this and I think everybody will be in favor of
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this bill. I'll be more than happy to answer any questions on
it.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Any discussion? Senator Dillard.
SENATOR DILLARD:

Thank you, Madam President. As the chief sponsor said, this
igs a bill that is still being worked on, and I would urge an Aye
vote here, I mean, if Senator Link - and I -- and I think he will
- work this bill out with the parties. But if he doesn’t, we’ll
have one more opportunity to see this in this Chamber. And I
have faith in the sponsor that we’ll get this pared down as well
as we can. But I’'d urge an Aye vote at this time. Thank you.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Thank you. Senator Lauzen.

SENATOR LAUZEN:

Thank you, Madam President. A question for the sponsor.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Will the sponsor yield? He indicate he will.

SENATOR LAUZEN:

Naturally, Senator, this area is dramatically and very
quickly changing in -- both at the federal and the wvarious state
levels. Will this legislation basically make it easier or harder
for consumers to buy inexpensive prescription medication?
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Senator Link.

SENATOR LINK:

Basically it just will ensure the quality of it, and I don’t

think it really will have a lot of the effect on if it will make

it easier or harder.
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PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Senator Lauzen.

SENATOR LAUZEN:

Does this in any way prohibit wholesalers in the United
States or resident in Illinois -- or, can you describe what the
current law 1is as far as importing -- 1let’s say, reimporting
prescription medication that is manufactured even in the State of
Illinois through like a Canadian source? What’s the interplay
between this legislation and what -- some people have been doing?
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Senator Link.

SENATOR LINK:

If -- if the question is will this be a way of taking drugs
through Canada and bringing ‘em back to Illinois, no, it will
have no effect on that whatsoever. This bill will not be
designed to have that effect whatsoever.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Senator Lauzen.

SENATOR LAUZEN:

Actually, it’'s -- it’s not so much taking it through, but
restricting choices that Illinois consumers might have. Will
this have any effect on the choices that they would have under
the law?

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Senator Link.

SENATOR LINK:

No, not to my knowledge at all.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Senator Lauzen.
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SENATOR LAUZEN:

And then just a final question. One of the most important
things as you’re going through the thorough negotiation process
that vyou go through, 1let’s keep our 1Illinois pharmacists
competitive with folks from other states, other countries also,
and I'm sure that you’re sensitive to that already.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Senator Link, to close.

SENATOR LINK:

Well, as someone who probably has more pharmaceutical
companies in his district than anyone does in -- in their - I --
I could rattle off about a half a dozen to eight of ‘em that are
in my Senate district - I am very concerned about making sure
that Illinois pharmaceutical companies are in competitive nature.
I would just urge a very strong Aye vote on this. And as Senator
Dillard said, if we can’t work this out, we will definitely have
another crack at this bill when it comes back. And I urge an Aye
vote.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Seeing no further questions, the question is, shall Senate
Bill 509 pass. Those in favor, vote Aye. Those opposed, Nay.

SENATOR FRERICHS:

Thank you, Mr. -- Madam Chair. In provisions -- this bill
deals with provisions restricting the operation of certain
electronically powered four-wheeled motor vehicles and defining
those vehicles as neighborhood electric vehicles. Provides that
these restrictions also apply to certain gasoline-powered four-
wheeled motor vehicles with an engine displacement of under
twelve hundred cubic centimeters and changes the term to
neighborhood electric {sic} vehicles. This was an issue brought
to me by the University of Illinois for wvehicles they use on
their grounds.

Mandates that
the General Assembly distribute the revenue generated by the
sales of this ticket to the Department of Public Health, which
will in turn create grants to be given to Illinois organizations
that conduct qualifying research. The beginning date was also
moved up to January {sic} (July) 1st, 2008.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Any discussion? Senator Rutherford.
SENATOR RUTHERFORD:

Thank you, Madam President. Will the sponsor yield?
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

The sponsor indicates she will.

SENATOR RUTHERFORD:

Thank you, Madam President. Senator Crotty, I mean, this is
a good cause and as you -- recall we’ve had some of these types
of things before. How much money is out there for scratch-offs
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overall? And that’s -- I know that’s somewhat of a rhetorical
question, but I guess the concern is we have a scratch-off for
this good cause, we have a scratch-off -- we’ve had scratch-offs
for other good causes, we’ll have a scratch-off for another good
cause tomorrow. Do you not see that there’s a defined amount of
money that people actually spend in scratch-off and then when
that -- and if it goes here, it’ll take away from another good
cause out there?

Well, I think it just allows a person choice on where they
would like those dollars to go. And this was brought by the
Multiple Sclerosis Society to me and I think it’s a very good
choice.

SENATOR RIGHTER:

Thank you, Madam President. Will the sponsor yield, please?

Thank vyou, Madam President. Senator Crotty, no one
questions I think the wvalidity or the -- the virtue of the goal
here or the program, but as Senator Rutherford talked about, T
think we all need to recognize there is a finite number of
dollars available in this pool. In other words, just because
there’s a new scratch-off game, people aren’t going to now up the

amount of money they’'re spending per week at Lottery games from
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twenty-five to thirty bucks or thirty-five or whatever it’s going
to be. Would you not recognize that by adding new games that you
are diminishing how much the current recipients of Lottery funds
receive? Would you not admit that?

No, I would not. And a matter of fact, there may be some
persons who have never played the Lottery, but seeing that it is
designated for research on MS, I would think that more people may
even purchase those tickets.

SENATOR RIGHTER:

Senator Crotty, do you have any figures which would, I
guess, support that claim, that since we’ve added -- I don’t know
we’ve added three or four games at least in the last few years to
Lottery games. Is there any figures to support that, in fact,
the overall amount -- overall amount of money that’s Dbeing
dedicated to Lottery games is going up so no one’s losing money?

SENATOR CROTTY:

I have -- I have no research to -- to say that that is true.

Senator Righter.

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To the bill.
SENATOR RIGHTER:

Thank you. Ladies and Gentlemen of the Senate, this is a
tough No vote, it is, because we don’t like to talk about the
fact that we have finite resources here and that we can’t do
everything. With all due respect to Senator Crotty and the
people who brought this bill to her, the fact is the people that
Senator -- Crotty talked about who are dedicated to the issue of
multiple sclerosis are already engaged and they’re already giving
their money. Those people are involved in community
organizations and they’re writing those checks right now, and I
don’t know that there’s any evidence to back up the claim that
now they’re going to go play additional Lottery games either.
The people who go and play those games play those games not
because of the causes they support, they play those games in
order to win a big pot of money, and I don’t think there’s
anything to suggest that the pot of money is going to grow if we
add this, and in fact, what’s going to happen is less money --
incrementally less money i1s going to go to the causes that this
General Assembly says it’s -- already supports. With regret, I
would urge a No vote. Thank you, Madam President.

Thank you very much. Senate Bill 765 has been a work of art
for three years. It amends the Disabilities Service Act of 2003
and the Illinois Act on Aging to mandate the creation of a
flexible system of financing for -- 1long-term services and
supports in Illinois that would allow available Medicaid funds to
be spent on home and community-based services when an individual
residing in an institution or -- long-term care facility moves to
an appropriate setting by their choice. It also says an eligible

person is defined as a person who has resided in a facility for
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more than six months, is receiving Medicaid payments for long-
term services furnished by that facility, and that person would
require similar care already being provided in the home and the
community-based service, have Dbeen deemed appropriate by an
inter-disciplinary team or case managers. Participation would be
voluntary. The patient is not receiving acute mental health care

and is not committed to a mental health or developmental center

of forensic programs. This has been worked on by many different
groups. This Session, it was meetings at midnight and then we
convened at 7 o’clock this -- in the morning to finish up on some

language. This is just a start, but it certainly is time that we

look at persons with disabilities having a choice in where they

live and the services that we -- that we provide them. This is a
big step as far as I'm concerned with the Holmstead -- the
Olmstead decision of ’99. Thank vyou. And I’'ll answer any
guestions.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Any discussion? Senator Radogno.
SENATOR RADOGNO:

Thank you, Madam President. Just to the bill: This -- the
sponsor deserves a lot of credit for pulling all parties together
on this. This State has been unbelievably slow in implementing
the Olmstead Act -- or, the Olmstead decision, which requires
people to be in the least restrictive setting that they want to
be in. This is a good bill. It’s not finished. I also need to
point out that the Department of Human Services put a four-
hundred-million-dollar price tag on that. I think that is
excessive and does not take into account the savings that will

accrue from having people served in the community. So, kudos to
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the sponsor. There’s more work to be done in the House, but this
is a very good bill and I would urge everyone to vote in favor of
it.
PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR MARTINEZ)

Any further discussion? Senator Risinger.
SENATOR RISINGER:

Thank you, Madam President. I want to also echo the praises
of the Senator. She’s worked very hard on this. This is an area
that needs work and -- and -- and she’s done a very good job.
And as she said, that we’re not done yet, but we’re certainly
moving in the right direction, and this is a huge step and I know
you’ve put a lot of effort into it. I urge an Aye vote.
